Judge Wailing then Imposed a sen­ 
tence that is practically a life one for 
the aged man, solitary confinement of 
not lens than seven or more than four­ 
teen years in the eastern penitentiary. 
The crime for which tile aged man 
was sentenced was a strange one. He 
loved his wife, had loved her for the 
thirty-five odd years they had lived to­ 
gether. Neighbors testified to this, as 
did his stepsons. No motive of any 
kind was apparent 
until 
Kberwein 
himself 
was 
(ailed upon and rose 
feebly from his chair in the dock and 
faced the court. 
“My wife suffered for seven year* 
with vertigo,” he began in a husky 
voice, not loud, but everyone In tho 
room heard. "Three years ago she got 
a cancer on her foot. 
She suffered 
awful. Then she was always falling 
down—sometimes 
in 
the 
kit* hen. 
sometimes In the corner, sometime 
in the cellar. I was always picking her 
up. Then she would get over it in a 
little while. Then she went to a bos 
pital, but it did her no good. 
“After she (ame home, the day this 
thing happened, I was out in Hie car I 
fitting the ash box. She said she was 
going upstairs to la* down. 
A little 
while later I came in for my pipe, an ! 
I saw her all piled up at the bottom 
of the otair*. She must have fallen ail 
the way down from th*- top.
